to this, provided the experiment was not supported out © 
of public funds. But as a matter of fact the State is 
to be called upon for a contribution, and, therefore, the 
money of women, who are the poorer. half of the com- | 
munity, is to be takem to strengthen the position‘ of men, 
who are the richer part. That proposal I regard as” 
fundamentally unjust to women. 

For the purpose of appreciating the effect of the 
provisions of the Bill relating to sickness it is necessary — 
to divide the working people of the country into four dis-- 
tinct divisions. The first consists of those who are in 
receipt of actual money wages for work which they. do. 
The second consists of those who though not in receipt 
of wages are in receipt of money in return for the work 
which they undertake. Then, thirdly, there are those 
who are working for friends or relatives, who, although 


_they are doing important work, do not receive any direct 


money at all for their employment. And, fourthly, 
there are those dependents who do not do any work at 
all, but because: of their tender years or old age are 
supported 7 the work of others. 


Wage Earners. 

This Bill proposes to make it compulsory upon all 
those who are earning direct money wages to be insured 
in one of two ways; either they may be insured 
through the existing friendly societies, or other societies 
of a similar kind, or if they are not or cannot be 
insured in that way (and the friendly societies are 
entitled to refuse those who from an actuarial point of 
view are regarded as bad lives”’) they ean go to the 
Post Office. It is important to notice, however, that 
though this Bill-is called a National Insurance Bill, and ; 
though you would think from what’ Mr. Lloyd George - 
has said in favour of his Bill that those people ‘who do 
not go to the friendly societies, but go to the Post Office, 
are equally insured, nothing of the sort is true. The 
Post Office scheme which Mr. Lloyd George has set up 
is not an insurance scheme, but a scheme of compul- |. 
sory thrift, The difference is this... When you pay 
money into a real insurance scheme you pay a fixed 
premium with the knowledge that whatever happens 
you are provided for—that the insurance company will, 
so to speak, “see you through.” The Bill does not do 
this for those people who come under the Post Office 
scheme. What happens instead is as follows: The 
worker, the employer, and the State pay certain moneys 
into a kind of money-box for the employe> wack by | 
week. The employee: if ill is then entitled to draw on 
this money-hox until the whole of the money is 
exhausted, and if he is ill after that be cannot draw 
another penny from that box, and is just in the same 
position as if he had not been insured at all. If, on 
the other hand, he pays’ more money into that box 
than he ever needs to draw out he cannot reclaim that 
money by asking for: it, and it cannot. be reclaimed at 
his death. This is important to women because many 
of them will only come into the scheme through the 
Post Office. 


Workers Not Earning Wages. 


The second class of people are those who are working : 
for money but not for. wages. It includes men like 
blacksmiths, working on their own, and most women 
who are doing home work. These people do not come 
under the provisions of the compulsory scheme at all. 
They come under the Voluntary Insurance of the Bill, 
and can insure themselves or not as they like. If 
they do so they will have to pay the whole of the 
premium exeept that part paid by the State; there is no 
employer who pays anything on their account. Incon- |} 


sequence, very few of the poorer women home-workers | 


will be able to take advantage of the scheme. 

The third class of the people to which I have 
referred consists almost entirely of married women who 
are working, and often working very hard, but who do ae 
receive money or wages in any form for their work, 
The fourth class.are the children and other digtndeats | 
who do not contribute to the common stock. .

Again where a man and a woman are ‘each earning

sigkness be 7s, 6d. and that of the man 9s. (two thirds 
of 13s. 6d.) ? The difference in the gonaral level of wages 
-befween men and women does not supply any answer.

. AN HISTORIC DATE. 
At last Monday's Queen’s Hall meeti 
before. the great Procession, Miss Evelyn Sha 
said that once again tie Women’s Social end Poll- 
tical Union always managed to hit on an bistoric 
date! Last year the women maiched through 
London on the anniversary of the Battie of Water- 
loo. June 17 was the anniversary of the Battle 
of Bunker’s Hill. Scme people said thet that 
was rather an unfortunate date, but in her 
opinion it was nota defeat, but av ctory of the 
highest kind. “Though in this their first tattle in 
the War of Independence they had been defeated, 
their indomitable courage against overwhelming 
odds did away for ever with the idea that the 
American Colonists could not fight, and the 
women too, since adopting militant tactics, had 
made it impossible for anyone to doubt their 
courage. 
Miss Christabel Pankhurst said that the 
Women’s Social and Political Union were still 
awaiti & pronouncement from. the Prime 
Minister. The statements recently made Sir 
Edward Grey and Mr. Lioyd George had failed to 
make perfectly clear the Government’s position. 
One point which was still in doubt was the exact 
meaning of Sir Edward Grey’s statement con- 
cerning the nature of the majority that would be 
required.

To the man in the street the great Procession of 
Saturday, June 17, will be remarkable alike for its 
surpassing beauty, its outstanding magnitude, and its 
wonderful and complete organisation. As for nearly 
three hours the serried ranks march past, five abreast, 
extending for seven miles in length, he will wonder how 
it ean ever be said that women are not in earnest on 
this great question. As he watches. the beautiful 
pageants and marks the splendid colour scheme he 
will realise, as perhaps never before, the contribution 
which women have yet to make to the national life— 
how much richer and brighter it will be when they are 
accorded their true place in the nation. As he marks 
the order and decorum, and the absence of noise and 
confusion, he will realise the forethought which has 
produced this wonderful Procession, and will withdraw 
for ever the shallow criticism with which he has rele- 
gated to women a subordinate rdéle in life in which 
initiative and organising ability are not required. 

But great as is the importance of all these features 
which will be apparent to the man in the street, greater 
still is the fundamental idea of the solidarity of women 
which lies behind. Into this Procession will be united 
women of every class of society, of every political and 
religious creed, of évery profession, of every ‘civilised 
race in the world. They are coming together to mark 
their determination to break down. the artificially 
created barriers which have crippled the life of women 
in the past and prevented them from contributing their 
quota to the good of the nation. 

Foremost among these barriers is the exclusion of duly 
qualified women from the roll’ of Parliamentury 
electors. Women: are working for' ‘the Parliamentary 


| vote because they realise that until” their point of view

It is forty- five years now since the present agitation : 


for winning the Parliamentary vote for women com- 
menced. In the year 1866, John Stuart a resented 
a petition to Parliament signed by womeh, asking that 
the sex disqualification should be removed. For forty 
years from that date, women worked peacefully aid 


constitutionally in order to bring to the notice: of ©’ 


Parliament their claim to the franchise. Great meet- 
ings were held in every town of the country, enormous 
petitions bearing the signatures of several million men 


and women were presented to Parliament, more than 

half the House of Commons pledged themselves at 
elections'to support the women’s claim, but when the 
time came for the Bill to be debated in the House of _- 
Commons, the Members of Parliament broke faith with — 


the women and did not carry the measure into law. 

It was in the year 1905 that women began to realise 
that the politicians were not dealing honourably with 
the question of Woman Suffrage, and that if women 
were to win the vote new methods would have to be 
adopted. Two members of the Women’s Social and 
Political Union—Christabel Pankhurst and Annie 
Kenney—accordingly went to a meeting held by Sir 


| Edward Grey. and at the close of the speech, during 


question time, put a question to him as to the inten- 
tions of the coming Liberal Government with regard 
to Woman Suffrage.

Five Abreast Through ‘London Streets. 


Owing to the representations made to us by the 
Police at the last moment, and at their express wish, 
the Procession will march five abreast instead of 
seven, as was originally announced. 


The greatest procession of women ever seen 
since the world began marches on Saturday through 
the streets of the world’s greatest city, and 
the latge majority of those in its ranks are not 
even “persons” in the eyes of the law! Does the 
average looker-on at this great spectacle realise that the 
public rights and duties to which women from all over 
the world lay claim to-day were exercised by women of 
bygone ages; and that, while they are still denied 
to the women of the Mother Country, they have already 
been accorded to the women of some of the Daughter 
Colonies? 

Something of this will be shown in the Pageant of 
Empire: _The Colonial Section is led by New Zealand, 
the first country under the Crown to give women full 
political rights.

ON TURNING A CORNER. 

For a line of five people to turn a corner with 

neatness and precision is a very difficult achieve- 
ment which calls for the exercise of great care 
and attention. Upon its successful accomplish- 
ment ‘depends the good effect of the Procession. 
The person onthe inside of the corner should 
' mark time, without advancing at all, the second 
from the inside should advance very slightly, also 
marking time, the third must take longer steps, 
the fourth longer steps still, and the fifth has to 
step out and swing round in fine style without 
for one second breaking the straightness and 
olidity of the line. This manceuvre needs practice. 
Breakin generally the rule of the marching line 
is that the outside left makes the step, and it is 
the business of every marcher to keep level with 
the marcher on the left. But in turning a corner 
on the right, this rule is naturally reversed, and 
the chief responsibility for marking the step rests 
upon the outside right.
